Freathy et al teach an apparatus for time maintenance in a satellite positioning 
system receiver to receive data firom a plurality of satellites including a store (col 6, lines 
9-11; col 7, lines 17-20; abstract, lines 8-9) for maintaining timing data derived from 
almanac data, and a processor for deriving a first timing information portion using 
acquired communication signals (col 4, lines 62-64) and a second timing information 
portion using the stored timing data (col 7, lines 17-25) and for combining the first and 
second portions to determine real time estimate (abstract).
